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Arts  Council 
Awards  Grants 

The  Montana  Arts  Council  has 
granted  $127,854  to  arts 
organizations  around  the  state,  for 
a  variety  of  projects  planned  for 
the  coming  fiscal  year. 

The  awards  were  made  June  2 
by  the  15-member  Council,  which 
annually  makes  grants  to 
organizations  to  support  their 
operations  or  fund  specific 
projects. 

The  Council  based  its  decisions 
on  the  recommendations  of  eight 
peer  review  panels  that  evaluated 
applications  in  a  variety  of 
disciplines.  The  panels  are  chaired 
by  Council  members,  who  do  not 
vote.  Voting  members  are  artists 
and  other  people  with  expertise  in 
the  eight  categories  in  which  grants 
are  available. 

The  panels  met  for  two  days  to 
evaluate  106  grant  applications  that 
sought  nearly  $360,000  in  Council 
funds. 

The  Council  approved  65  of  the 
grants,  to  58  organizations  in  20 
Montana  communities.  Two  out-of- 
state  organizations  —  Media 
Weavers  of  Hillsboro,  Ore.,  and 
Cultural  Research  and 
Communication  of  Inglewood, 
Calif.  —  received  grants  for 
projects  involving  the  arts  or  artists 
in  Montana. 

In  addition,  two  grants  of 
$2,500  each  were  made  to  low- 
power  public  television  stations  for 
cultural  affairs  programming.  The 
funds  for  those  awards  were 
available  through  a  special  $5,000 
grant  from  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  for  that 
specific  purpose. 


Bitterroot  Valley  Public  TV 
will  use  its  grant  to  produce  a 
series  profiling  artists  in  the 
region,  while  Blackfeet 
Community  College  will  use  its 
funds  to  produce  a  documentary 
on  traditional  Blackfeet  Indian 
culture. 

Other  grants  were  awarded  in 
the  areas  of  visual  arts,  drama/ 
dance,  music,  media,  creative 
writing,  folklife,  special  projects 
and  organizational  services. 

The  largest  grant  —  $6,922  — 
went  to  the  Fort  Peck  Fine  Arts 
Council  of  Glasgow,  for  a  satellite 
program  that  has  enabled  it  to 
extend  scheduled  performances 
and  educational  workshops  to  the 
nearby  towns  of  Wolf  Point, 

Malta,  Plentywood  and  Circle.

Nine  Artists  Win 
Fellowships 

The  Montana  Arts  Council  has 
selected  nine  artists  to  receive 
fellowships  for  artistic  excellence. 

The  recipients,  and  their 
disciplines,  are: 

•  Joel  Baird  of  Missoula, 
media.  Baird,  who  has  worked  in 
video  for  the  past  five  years, 
serves  on  the  board  of  Missoula 
Community  Access  Television  and 
has  curated  video  art  for  the 
Missoula  Museum  of  the  Arts. 

•  James  Bamaby  of  Bozeman, 
crafts.  Bamaby  has  exhibited  his 
works  around  the  state  and 
country. 

•  Maryann  Fielder  of  Whitefish, 
visual  arts.  Fielder,  the  assistant 
director  of  the  Hockaday  Center 
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for  the  Arts  in  Kalispell,  has 
exhibited  her  work  around  the  state. 

•  Lowell  Jaeger  of  Bigfork, 
literature.  Jaeger  currently  is  an 
instructor  in  the  English 
Department  at  Flathead  Valley 
Community  College. 

•  Craig  Menteer  of  Missoula, 
theater.  Menteer  has  served  as  an 
adjunct  faculty  member  at  the 
University  of  Montana  and  is  an 
artist  on  the  Montana  Arts  Council’s 
Artist  in  the  Schools/Communities 
roster. 

•  Mark  Ratledge  of  Missoula, 
visual  arts.  Ratledge,  a 
photographer,  currently  works  as  a 
self-employed  carpenter. 

•  Jan  Snow  of  Missoula,  dance. 
Snow  is  director  of  the  Garden  City 
Ballet  Company  in  Missoula. 

•  Ilse-Mari  Van  Wyk-Vick  of 
Bozeman,  music.Wyk-Vick  has 
taught  music  at  Montana  State 
University  and  plays  with  several 
Montana  orchestras. 

•  Paul  Zalis  of  Bigfork, 
literature.  Zalis  is  a  part-time 
journalism  instructor  at  Flathead 
Valley  Community  College  and 
serves  as  the  adviser  for  the  college 
newspaper. 

The  Council  annually  awards 
fellowships  of  $2,000  each  to 
individual  artists.  The  monetary 
recognition  helps  them  pursue  their 
art  forms. 

The  nine  recipients  this  year 
were  chosen,  in  a  "blind"  selection 
process  from  among  136  applicants 
for  the  fellowships.  Criteria  for 
selection  include  excellence  of 
work  submitted,  demonstrated 
creativity  and  artistic  skills. 

Peer  review  panels  evaluated 
applications  in  six  disciplines,  to 
make  recommendations  to  the 
Council. 
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NEA  Critics 
Renew  Efforts 

Efforts  have  revived  at  the 
national  level  to  do  away  with  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts, 
with  TV  evangelist  Jerry  Falwell 
adding  his  voice  to  those  criticizing 
works  the  Endowment  has  funded 

Falwell,  who  heads  the  Virginia- 
based  Liberty  Federation,  has  sent 
a  letter  to  his  supporters  saying  the 
NEA  has  funded  so  much  “extreme 
pornographic  and  anti-Christian” 
art  that  “it  makes  my  blood  boil.” 

Falwell ’s  mailing  also  included 
a  letter  signed  by  Republican  U.S. 
Sen.  Jesse  Helms  of  North 
Carolina,  who  has  led  anti-NEA 
efforts  in  Congress.  The  letter  asks 
his  supporters  to  make  a  donation 
and  return  a  signed  “taxpayer 
petition  of  outrage”  over  the 
Endowment,  to  be  forwarded  to 
President  Bush. 

Bush  has  requested  $175 
million  for  the  Endowment  in  the 
1992  fiscal  year  —  the  same 
amount  appropriated  in  1991. 

Legislation  to  fund  the 
Endowment  in  the  next  fiscal  year, 
beginning  Oct.  1,  is  expected  to  be 
debated  in  Congress  this  summer. 

One  House  bill  seeks  to  strip  the 
federal  agency  of  its  funds. 
Republican  Rep.  Phil  Crane  of 
Illinois  is  sponsoring  that 
legislation,  which  he  calls  the 
“Privatization  of  Art  Act.” 

Crane  contends  that  NEA- 
funded  projects  have  continued  to 
spur  controversy,  proving  that 
legislation  passed  last  year  has 
been  ineffective.  That  legislation 
required  the  Endowment  to  follow 
“general  standards  of  decency”  in 
awarding  grants. 

Falwell  has  stepped  into  the 
debate  over  the  Endowment  at  the 
same  time  an  old  critic  —  the  Rev. 
Donald  Wildmon  —  has  stepped 
up  his  efforts. 

Wildmon,  of  the  American 
Family  Association,  sent  letters  to 
congressmen  in  April,  complaining 
about  the  Endowment’s  support  of 


the  San  Francisco-based  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Film  Festival. 

The  Endowment  granted 
$12,000  to  the  festival  last  year, 
and  a  General  Accounting  Office 
investigation  requested  by  Helms 
found  that  the  transaction  was 
proper. 

Wildmon ’s  complaint  prompted 
NEA  Chairman  John  Frohnmayer 
to  say  that  Wildmon  apparently 
“doesn’t  believe  federal  funds 
should  go  to  homosexuals.” 

“The  Endowment  does  not 
blacklist  nor  does  it  give  or  refuse 
grants  on  the  basis  of  sexual 
orientation,”  Frohnmayer  added  in 
a  letter  to  several  congressmen 
involved  with  arts  issues. 


In  Brief 

Three  Montana  arts  centers  have 
recieved  grants  from  the  Institute 
of  Museum  Services,  for  general 
operating  support. 

The  Western  Heritage  Center  of 
Billings  was  awarded  $17,721, 
while  the  Hockaday  Center  for  the 
Arts  in  Kalispell  received  $13,500 
and  the  Custer  County  Art  Center 
of  Miles  City  received  $9,381. 

The  three  institutions  were 
among  432  museums  selected  for 
the  grants  which  drew  a  total  of 
1,390  applicants. 

“These  grant  recipients  have 
demonstrated  excellence  in  all 
areas  of  museum  operations,”  IMS 
Director  Susannah  Simpson  Kent 
said  in  announcing  the  awards. 

All  types  of  museums  are 

eligible  for  the  grants.
